New ‘Territories as protec- 
tion against armed robberies 
and possible . attacks by 
bandits seeking to rob the 
station armouries was em- 
phnstsed at the meeting of 
the Finance Committee ‘of 
the Legislative Council 
yesterday. 

The = discussion. arose 
during..consideration, of 8 
vote for $1,400 for the 
erection of turrets at- 
Sheung Shui and Au, Tau 
Police stations. 

Objection was raised to 
the passing of this vote by 
Sir Wélliam Shenton, -who 
contended that, if the 
position was og serious as it 
was reported to be, then 2 
much more intensive scheme 
had to be brought into force. 

The vote was passed, the 
Committee strongly recom- 
mending that Government 
make a full investigation of 
the defences for their {m- 
provement at the earliest 
possible moment, 

Commenting on , the 
Government proposals, Sir 
William Shenton said; “It . 
we have reached such & 
stage in the New Territories 
when it is necessary to turn 
these police stations into

‘ armed fortresses, something: 


more serious needs to be 
done, not se much for the 
protection of the -police 
station but for the—im-. 
habitants living in the New 
Territories. For these rea- 
sons I submit that this vote 
is not only unnecessary but 
unwarranted: and 1 will 
oppose .the 'vote.”’ :
